On the 21st December 1966, Constable Mohammad Ishu 
of a newly established Central Reserve Police post near 
village Ngaimu in Ukhrul Sub-Division of Manipur spotted 
some hostiles in a thicket near the post. Constable Ishu 
immediately engaged the hostiles with rifle lire which alerted 
the post. In the meantime the hostiles opened heavy fire 
with LMGs and rifles from all directions. Though in an 
exposed position, Constable Ishu continued to fire at the 
hostiles without any regard for his own life. But the enemy 
fire was very intense and a bullet lilt Constable Ishu and 
killed him on the spot. 

During the attack on the outpost, Shri Sobha Ram, a cook, 
left his kitchen and voluntarily started supplying reserve 
ammunition to the men in the firing positions. In doing so 
he exposed himself to the hostile fire but this did not deter 
him and he continued performing this risky duty until he was 
severely wounded by a hostile bullet. In spite of severe pain, 
Shri Sobha Ram refused to be evacuated and decided to stay 
on with his Company. 

Constable Mohammad Ishu and Shri Sobha Ram displayed 
exceptional courage and devotion to duty.

On receipt ot reliable information about the presence of 
the gang of the notorious dacoit Mahabira in village Nagla 
Sumer, District Etah, Shri Som Prakash, Superintendent of 
Police, proceeded there with a police force on the 21st May 
1966. On reaching the village, a cordon was thrown round 
it and the Superintendent ol Police organized a search for the 
dacoits. During the search the police found two guns with 
bandoliers of cartridges hanging in a balthak. Shri Som 
Prakash and Shri Inam Ali, Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
who was also a member of the party, went to the house oppo- 
site to enquire from the occupant about the whereabouts of 
the dacoits. While they were doing so, the dacoits threw a 
hand-grenade at them which exploded close-by setting fire to 
an adjoining thatched house. Fortunately Shri Som Prakash 
and Shri Inam Ali escaped injury. Under cover of the smoke, 
the dacoits managed to move to another house at the other 
end of the village. Shri Som Prakash and Shri Inam Ali 
lost no time in stating a fresh search for the dacoits and 
succeeded in locating them. As Shri Som Prakash, Sbri Inam 
Ali and Shri Laxmi Raj Singh, Sub-Inspector, advanced to- 
wards the house, the dacoits threw another grenade at them 
which did not explode and three officers had another escape. 
Undeterred, they went to the house and tried to break open 
the main door. When the door was pushed, a dacoit fired at 
them. The bullet hit Shri Laxmi Raj Singh in the leg. 
Though injured, Shii Laxmi Raj Singh returned the fire. 
Shri Som Prakash called on the dacoits to surrender but they 
refused. Tn order to force the dacoits to come out, the 
Superintendent of Police ordered occasional burst of machine- 
gun fire while another party was detailed to throw hand- 
grenades through holes in the roof. Shri Inam Ali went on 
to the roof and threw a hand-grenade into the room. As a 
result, the dacoits look shelter in an adjacent room. Shri 
Inam Ali made a hole in the tin roof of that room and threw 
another grenade. Meanwhile, the dacoits fired at him and 
the bullets piereed the tin roof. After intermittent firing, the 
police parly vveic able to eliminate all the dacoits Some 
guns and large quantity of ammunition were recovered. 
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During this encounter Saivashri Som Prakash, Inara Ali 
and Laxnri Raj Singh exhibited conspicuous courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order without regard for their 
personal safety. 

2. These- awards arc made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and in the 
ease of Shri Laxroi Raj Singh the award carries with it the 
special allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from 
the 21st May 1966.

On the 9th November, 1966 at about 4 p.m., Shri Hari 
Mohan Singh, Sub- Inspector of Police, who was commanding 
the post at Glmrmura on the Cachar Mirra Hills border, re- 
ceived information that about 30 well-armed Mi/o h os tiles 
had visited Lalcherru hamlet situated in the Reserve Forest. 
Though night was approaching and the route to Laleherrt 
was through deep jungle and deep ravines which would pro- 
vide to the hostiles excellent terrain for an ambush, Shri Hari 
Mohan Singh took out a patrol of 12 men to intercept th* 
hostile gang. Covering ihe distance in darkness, the police 
party reached Lalehcrra Ghat at about 1 1 p.m, and spent the 
night in ambush. Early nexi morning they crossed the 
Dhaleshwari river on improvised bamboo rafts and though 
the men were very tired, Shri Hari Mohan Singh resumed 
his pursuit of the gang. At a suitable place they laid a» 
ambush and after waiting for about three hours the hostile* 
appeared on the narrow path in the thick jungle. Linder the 
leadership of Shri Hari Mohan Singh, the police party opened 
Inc on the hoslilcs inflicting heavy casualties on them. The 
suddenness of the attack completely unnerved the hostiles 
who fled leaving behind one dead and a large quantity of arms 
and ammunition and looted properly.

RESOLUTION 

Committee on Foreign Collaboration 

Nn. iP&FC-5( i)/66 . — In their Office Memorandum No, 
IP&FC-5G )/66 dated the I9th February, 1966, the Govern- 
ment of India in the late Ministry of Industry constituted a 
Committee, under the Chairmanship of Dr. A. Ramaswamy 
Mudaliar, to recommend to Government general guide-lines 
regarding the utilisation of indigenous know-how and the 
types of cases in which foreign collaboration may be allowed. 
The terms of reference were : 

(a) to examine the extent to which, at the present stage 
of our economic development, import of technical 
know-how from abroad can be dispensed with; 

fh) to examine the general conditions subject to which 
indigenous know-how can be deemed to be capable 
of commercial exploitation; and 

(c) to suggest general guide-lines regarding the type of 
cases in which foreign collaboration may be allow- 
ed. 

3. The Committee in its report, submitted on the 4th May 
1967, has made the following main recommendations; 

(i) A positive approach is needed lo the problem of 
import of kuow-how, particularly of process know- 
how or product design. A distinclion may be made 
for this purpose between the well-established in- 
dustries and the newer and more sophisticated 
industries. 

(ii) Generally speaking, in industries where substantial 
import of capital goods is involved and where 
Government’s policy allows foreign capital partici- 
pation. joint vett lures involving foreign equity parti- 
pication arc more beneficial, as compared to other 
forms of collaboration. 

(hi) Some of the basic questions which should be taken 
into account in assessing (lie suitability of indigenous 
Lnow-hmv arc ; 

ia) Has the indigenous know-how been commer- 
cially processed or is at least capable of com- 
mercial exploitation within a reasonably short 
period ? 

th) Is the know-how economical from the point of 
view of the investor and from the national point 
of view ? 

(c) Is it likelv to be made available to the new 
entrepreneur or is the know-how available onlv 
to another exisling manufactuier, who is reluc- 
tant lo pari with the know-how to a competitor? 

(iv) There is need for prior discussion between the 
Directorate General of Technical Development and 
the Council of .Scientific and Industrial Research 
regarding need for foreign collaboration aud term 4 * 
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thereol. Unresolved differences of opinion should 
be promtply brought up before the Foreign Agree- 
ments Committee, 

(v) The Technical Research Committees to be set up 
pursuant to the recommendations of the ‘First get 
Together' on Research and Industry held in Decem- 
ber, 1965 should play an important role. In parti- 
cular, these Committees will undertake studies, 
wherever appropriate of the comparative merits of 
different types of know-how in the light of Indian 
conditions and raw material availability. 

< vi ) Taking into considration the limitations of indige- 
nous know-how, there is need for an independent 
Corporation, such as the National Research Deve- 
lopment Corporation, which should ensure the 
availability of design and engineering services and 
provide the risk capital for the entrepreneurs taking 
up commercial development of indigenous know- 
how. The National Research Development Corpo- 
ration should play a vital role in generating confi- 
dence in industry and in providing risk and deve- 
lopment capital besides its present activity of licens- 
ing of the know-how developed in the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and other Govern- 
ment laboratories. 

(vli) The Council of Scientific and Industrial Research 
should take action to generate confidence in industry 
regarding indivenous know-how. The Committee 
has recommended various steps which should be 
taken in order to enable the National Research 
Development Corporation to play the role for which 
it was set up. 

(viii) There is need for a Central Co-ordinating Unit in 
the Ministry of Industrial Development & Company 
Affairs to watch the progress of the disposal of 
applications for foreign collaboration. Cases re- 
maining undisposed of for 3 months should be 
promptly brought up for consideration by the 
Foreign Agreements Committee, even if they fall 
within the purview of the delegated powers of 
Ministries. 


3, Government's decision on the Committee's recommenda- 
tions. 

Government, after careful consideration, accepts in general 
the above recommendations of the Committee, subject to the 
observations made below. Government would also like to 
reiterate in this context the importance of encouraging the 
utilisation of indigenous know-how and of giving, within the 
limits practicable, some incentives and special facilities to 
those who are desirous of using indigenous know-how, parti- 
cularly in regard to facilities of Importing essential equipment 
and raw materials. 

Recommendation No. (u) 

It is necessary to emphasise the view, to which the Com- 
mitee has also given expression, that in the case of processes 
which are long-established and are unlikely to be overtaken 
in the near future by technological obsolescence, outright 
purchase of design, know-how etc would be more advanta- 
geous than capital participation. 

Recommendation No. (it) 

While accepting this recommendation. Government consi- 
ders that in the matter of extension of existing agreements, a 
slricter approach than has hitherto been followed should be 
adopted. 

Recommendation No. ( r) 

In respect of processes where the know-how payments are 
very high and particularly m the chemical industries the num- 
ber of collaborations could be even more restricted than the 
five or six envisaged by the Committee. In respect of private 
consultancy organisations which are allowed to import the 
know-how for being passed on to others, suitable conditions 
will have to be imposed to ensure that other parties are able 
to receive the know-how on reasonable terms. 

Recommendation No. ( xl ) 

The suggestion that Government should give corporate tax 
relief to the extent of double the expenditure on research and 
development is not acceptable in principle and may also lead 
to abuse. Government agree to the suggestion about liberal 
treatment in regard to provisions for foreign exchange for 
import of essential instruments and equipment for research 
laboratories. 


(ix) No rigid rule should be followed in the matter of 
the duration of technical collaboration agreements; 
normally, the duration of the original agreements 
should be between 5 to 10 years from commence- 
ment of production. 

(x) On the question of avoidance of repetitive import of 
technology, it is neither practicable nor desirable to 
resort to any sort of compulsion on existing manu- 
facturers to part with their know-how. It would be 
more appropriate to consider the likelihood of an 
existing unit giving the process know-how or pro- 
duct design to a consultancy firm on the basis of a 
negotiated agreement. Fiscal incentives should be 
given to existing units which pass on their know- 
how to others. 

(xi) There is need for greater stress on research *nd 
development, Fiscal incentives should be provided 
for encouraging research and development. The 
Industry should" be given corporate tax relief to the 
extent of double the expenditure on research and 
development as well as a liberal treatment in regard 
to provision for foreign exchange for import of 
essential instruments and equipment for research 
laboratories. 

(xil) There is need for further development of design 
and consultancy services to fill existing gaps. 

(xili) Government should arrange for a detailed study of 
the policies followed by Japan in the matter of com- 
bining liberal Import of knon-how with the rapid 
development of indigenous research and know-how. 

(xlv) The Public Sector can play a useful role in the 
process of fostering the development of indigenous 
technical know-how and design and engineering 
services. 

(xv) A liberal approach would be worthwhile in regard 
to foreign collaborations In the case of substantially 
export-oriented industries. 


Recommendation No. (xv) 

It is de'irable that the expression “substantially export- 
oriented” should be defined. In the case of industries which 
are well-established in the country and where foreign colla- 
boration is normally not allowed, the export should be of the 
order of about 75%, In other cases, the quantum of exports 
to qualify for this special treatment may be left to be decided 
on the merits of each case.
